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PREFACE. 


Had  the  compiler  of  this  record  been  prompted  to  prepare  it  for 
pubHcation  by  pride  of  ancestry  alone,  he  would  have  been  but 
poorly  paid  for  the  time,  patient  labor  and  money  which  its  compila- 
tion and  arrangement  have  demanded.  The  object  has  been  to  give  a 
well  authenticated  genealogy  of  a  large  and  widely  extended  family. 
Many  of  the  facts  and  data  have  been  gathered  from  sources  where 
they  were  liable  to  be  lost  through  lapse  of  time  or  the  carelessness 
of  their  custodians.  To  embody  these  facts  and  data  in  such  a  form 
as  to  ensure  their  more  lasting  perpetuity  and  make  them  accessible 
to  as  large  a  number  of  persons  as  possible,  has  appeared,  to  the 
author,  a  laudable  undertaking.  He  had  at  the  outset  but  a  faint 
idea  of  the  research,  extended  correspondence  and  hard  vt'ork  which 
a  compilation  of  this  nature  requires.  But,  notwithstanding  the 
discouragements  and  perplexities  that  have  often  beset  him,  the  com- 
piler has  aimed  to  give  as  full  and  correct  a  register  of  his  family  as 
it  has  been  possible  for  him  to  give.  In  many  of  the  quaint  old 
villages  of  New  England,  inscriptions  have  been  rescued  from  crum- 
bling tomb-stones  and  from  the  yellow  and  tattered  records  of  towns 
and  churches.  The  author's  labors  have  been  lightened  by  the  aid  of 
many  kind  members  of  the  family, while  a  pleasant  correspondence  from 
all  parts  of  the  country  has  cheered  him  along  his  toilsome  way. 
To  all  those  who  have  thus  extended  aid  and  encouragement,  he  here 
returns  grateful  thanks. 

The  author  would  deem  it  unjust  and  ungrateful  not  to  make 
especial  mention  of  such  able  and  untiring  co-workers  as  H.  G. 
Cleveland  and  H.  W.  S.  Cleveland  of  Chicago,  N.  H.  Cleveland 
of  Southold,  N.  Y.,  and   Edmund  J.  Cleveland  of  Elizabeth,  N.   |. 

Thirty  years  ago  this  work  was  undertaken  by  Prof.  Nehemiah 
Cleveland,  assisted  by  his  brother-in-law.  Rev.  O.  A.  Taylor,  and 
though  they  have  gone  to  their  rest,  ''•  their  works  do  follow  them,  " 
and  the  author  who  has  availed  himself  of  their  labors  hereby  tenders 
his  thanks  to  their  families  for  valuable  assistance. 


EXPLANATION. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  work,  the  compiler  has  adopted 
the  system  of  notation,  and  abbreviations  generally  used  in 
genealogical  registers  and  family  histories.  The  word  born  is 
indicated  by  the  letter  b ;  married  by  jp.;  and  died  by  d.  The 
letter  /  is  an  abbreviation  for  lives  and  the  letters  I'd  for  lived.  Prob. 
is  to  be  understood  for  proi)ably^  ch'n  is  to  be  taken  for  children; 
U7itn.  for  un?narried ;  dau.  for  daughter.  The  small  numeral 
above  the  right  of  a  name  indicates  the  number  of  the  generation 
from  the  original  stem  or  stock,  the  Roman  numerals  are  used  to  show 
the  number  of  children  in  a  particular  family,  while  the  dark  faced 
Arabic  numerals  at  the  left  of  the  page,  denote  that  the  names  of  the 
same  persons,  will  afterwards  appear  opposite  the  same  number. 
For  instance,  Edward''  is  designated  by  the  figure  ""5,"  in  the  list  of 
the  children  of  Moses,  the  same  figure,  to  wit,  "5,"  will  be  found 
on  a  subsequent  page  where  his  family  record  is  given. 

It  has  not  been  the  design  of  the  compiler  to  trace  female  descendants 
further  than  one  generation,  except  in  a  few  cases  when  further 
research  has  disclosed  something  notable  or  interesting  in  their  careers. 
As  there  are  some  of  the  males  of  the  family  of  whom  no  traces 
have  as  yet  been  found,  beyond  the  record  of  birth,  they  have  been 
given  their  appropriate  Arabic  number,  and  will  be  taken  up  under 
the  same,  if  hereafter  found. 


ORIGIN    AND    DERIVATION    OP     THE    NAME    OF 
CLEVELAND. 

This  name  is  beyond  question  of  Saxon  origin,  and  was  borne  by 
a  landed  family  in  Yorkshire  before  the  Norman  conquest.  The  estate 
or  district  which  bore  the  name  was  so  called  because  of  the  clefts  or 
cleves  which  abounded  there.  From  Vol.  VII,  p.  153,  Bibliotheca 
Topographia,  Title  Clieveland,  I  make  the  following  extract :  "This 
family  is  from  Yorkshire  where  they  had  considerable  landed  prop- 
erty, in  the  North  Riding,  particularly  in  that  district  or  tract  of 
country,  lying  near  Gisburne  and  Whitby,  called  now  Cleveland,  but 
anciently  as  above,  and  from  whence  they  derive  the  name  In  early 
times,  like  that  of  all  other  ancient  families,  their  name  was  written 
with  every  possible  variety  of  spelling,  viz  :  Cliveland,  Clyveland, 
Clieveland,  Cleiveland,  Cleavland,  Cleaveland,  Clevland,  Cleveland, 
and  even  Cleffland,  Clifland,  etc,  etc. 

W"hat  has  occurred  concerning  their  early  ancestors''(who  appear 
from  their  first  names  to  have  been  of  Anglo  Saxon  and  not  of  Nor- 
man descent)  may  be  seen  from  the  following  :  "At  the  time  of  the 
conquest  lived  Thorkil  de  Cliveland  and  after  him  Uctred  de  Clive- 
land, who  was  succeeded  by  Robert  de  Cliveland,  who  had  Robert  de 
Cliveland  of  Ormesby  in  the  county  of  York,  and  Ralph  de  Clive- 
land. The  last  named  Robert,  had  Robert,  who  had  John  Cleve- 
land, who  or  his  son  John,  was  a  flourishing  citizen  of  the  city  of 
York  in  1403.  He  dropped  the  de  in  his  name.  Wm.  Cleveland 
was  sheriff  of  York,  in  1456.  The  Clevelands  of  Hinckley  in  Lei- 
cestershire, England,  are  his  descendants."  Among  others  who  have 
borne  the  name  was  Sir  Guy  de  Cleveland,  who  was  at  the  siege  of 
Boulogne   in  1349  and  was  there  knighted.      He,  afterward,  in  1356, 
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commanded  the  English  spearmen  at  the  battle  of  Poictiers.  Men- 
tion may  bemade  here  of  the  poet  John  Cleveland,  b.  1613,  who  was 
a  very  distinguished  writer,  judge  and  soldier,  in  the  time  of  Charles 
1st  of  England.  He  was  born  at  Hinckley,  Leicestershire,  England, 
and  was  son  of  the  learned  minister  there.  He  was  a  fellow  of  St. 
Johns,  Christ  Church  College  for  9  years,  and  "was  the  delight  and 
ornament  of  that  society."  His  poems,  epistles  and  addresses  were 
much  admired  and  he  was  the  recipient  of  many  favors  from  King 
Charles,  ist.  He  left  Cambridge  as  the  Puritans  gained  ground,  and 
joined  the  king  at  Oxford.  He  was  judge  advocate  at  Newark  soon 
after,  "A  just  and  prudent  judge,"  and  at  the  siege  drew  up  the  gal- 
lant answer  to  the  summons  to  surrender.  He  was  made  prisoner 
and  was  in  confinement  at  Yarmouth  for  some  months.  His  works 
were  more  admired  in  the  17th  century  than  those  of  Milton.  He 
was  buried  May  ist,i658,  in  the  parish  church  of  St.  Michael  Royal 
on  College  Hill,  London.  Dr.  Pearson,  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester, 
preached  his  funeral  sermon.      His  works  reached  20  volumes. 

Bishop  A.  Cleveland  Coxe,  of  Buffalo,  writes  me  as  follows  : 
"When  I  was  in  England  in  1851  an  eminent  antiquarian  wrote 
to  me,  of  his  own  accord,  to  know  whence  came  the  Cleveland  in 
my  name.  I  replied,  and  he  wrote  me  again  to  say  that  the  Cleve- 
lands  of  America  were  descended  from  William  Cleveland,  who 
removed  from  York  to  Hinckley,  in  Leicestershire,  where  he  was 
buried,  a  very  aged  man,  17th  January,  1630.  His  son,  Thomas, 
became  Vicar  of  Hinckley,  was  a  graduate  in  1608  (one  of  his  sons 
was  John,  the  poet,  b.  1613).  He  had  a  son,  Thomas,  who  may 
have  been  father  of  Moses,  the  emigrant,  but  my  informant  thought 
Samuel,  a  younger  brother,  was  his  father,  but  as  I  found  no  facts  to 
support  this,  I  dropped  the  subject." 

The  Clevelands  of  Virginia  and  the  Carolinas  have  an  absurd 
story,  believed  by  some  of  them,  that  they  are  descended  from  John, 
an  illegitimate   son   of  Oliver   Cromwell,  by  a  sister  of  John   the 
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poet.      This  story  is  founded  on  a  four  volume  novel    by   the    Abbe 

Prevost,  an  unfrocked  and   expatriated    French    priest.     The    novel 

aforesaid  is  in  autobiographical  form    and   is  mere    nonsense.      (Pub- 
lished in  London,  1741.) 

The  Abbe  merely  used  the  name  because  it  vv^as  famous  through 
John.  Bishop  Coxe  says  in  regard  to  the  Virginia  storv  :  "Mr. 
Webster,  parish  cleric  of  Loughboro,  where  Cleveland  was  curate 
before  he  became  Vicar  of  Hinckley,  told  my  informant  (Mr.  Pot- 
ter's authority)  as   follows: 

'■•  One  of  the  Clevelands  went  to  America  with  the  Skipworths 
of  Cotes,  and  Henry  Herrick.  Herrick  went  to  Virginia  and  thence 
to  Salem,  Mass.,  where  he  lived  as  late  as  1653."  Cleveland 
probably  went  north  with  Herrick  and  remained  impoverished  and 
exiled,  owing  to  the  disorders  of  the  times.  This  is,  however,  con- 
jecture only.  The  tradition  exists  in  all  branches  of  the  family  that 
they  are  of  Scotch  descent,  but  there  is  nothing  to  found  upon 
for  such  belief 

As  regards  the  Clevelands  of  Virginia  and  the   Carolinas,  the  fol- 
lowing from  Oliver  Cleveland,  of  Spring  Valley,  Albermarle  county, 
Va.,    may  probably   be   accepted   as   good  authority  :      "  I   am   now 
(1839)  90  years   old   and    remember    my    grandfather.      He    was   an 
Englishman  by  birth  and  his  name  was  Alexander.      He  lived  to  the 
age  of  one  hundred  and  eleven  years,  and    his    wife   to   the   age   of 
one  hundred  and  three.      My  father  was    also  named  Alexander  ;   he 
had  five  brothers  and   seven   sisters,  all    dead    now   except   William 
Betsey,  Milly  and  Patsy,  all  of  whom  live  in  Kentucky,  and   Anna 
who   lives   in    Amherst   county,  Va.      My   uncle,  John,  was  Jesse's 
great-grandfather.      Capt.    Robert  and   Col.    Benjamin    were  distin- 
guished in  the  revolutionary  war  for   bravery,  patriotism,  etc. ;  Jesse 
Cleveland,  Mem.  Con,  from  Georgia,  was  grandson  of  Capt.  Robert 
who  was  my  cousin."      At   the   battle   of  Kings    Mountain,  S.    C.

in  the  revolution,  Col.  Benjamin  was  a  distinguished  commander  of 
one  of  the  regiments  ;  Capt.  Robert,  his  brother,  was  a  company 
commander  under  him.  The  descendants  of  Alexander  Cleveland 
are  numerous,  talented,  and  generally  wealthy,  living  principally  in 
the  Southern  States.  They  are  probably  of  the  same  descent  as 
Moses  of  Woburn,  as  a  tradition  to  that  effect  has  been  current  in 
the  family  for  nearly  or  quite  two  centuries. 


Coat  of  Armt. —  Per  chevron,  sable  and  ermine, 
(black  dotted  with  fur),  a  chevron  engrailed,  counter 
charged. 

Crest. —  A  demi  (half  length)  old  man,  habited 
(clothed)  azure  (blue)  having  on  his  head  a  cap,  gulei 
(red)  turned  up  with  fur.  holding  in  his  dexter  hand  s 
spear,  proper  (natural  color)  having  from  the  blade 
a  golden  cord  passing  behind  and  coiled  in  the  left 
hand. 

Motto. — "  Pro  Deo,  et  Patria." 

The  arms  were  probably  adopted  by  the  sheriff,  at 
lesst,  the  spear  and  cord  would  so  indicate.  They 
belong  to  the  branch  which  lived  in  Durham  and 
beciime  extinct  in  the  13th  Century. 


GENEALOGY    OF   THE    DESCENDANTS    OF  MOSES 
CLEVELAND  OF  WOBURN,  MASS. 


WITH  SOME  ACCOtJNT  OF  DESCENDANTS  OF  ALEXANDER  CLEVELAND, 

FOUNDER    OF    THE    CLEVELAND    FAMILIES    OF    VIRGINIA 

AND   THE   CAROLINAS. 


Moses  Cleveland  who  died  gth  January,  1 701-2,  at  Wohurn 
Mass.,  is  believed  to  have  been  the  ancestor  of  all  of  the  name  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  United  States,  whether  spelled  Cleveland  or 
Cleaveland.  According  to  an  account  given  by  one  of  his  grandsons, 
he  came  to  Massachusetts  in  1635  as  an  indentured  apprentice  to  a 
carpenter  and  joiner,  from  Ipswich,  Suffolk  Co.,  England.  The 
city  record  of  that  place  does  not  show  anything  on  the  subject  and 
he  was  probably  from  some  place  near  there.  There  weie  families 
of  the  name,  a  hundred  and  forty  years  ago,  in  and  about  Ipswich. 
In  1663  the  Woburn  Militia  Muster  Roll  gives  his  age  as  39,  so  he 
was  probably  born  1624.  His  name  is  not  on  the  custom  house 
lists  of  emigrants   nor  can   the   name  of  his   master  be  ascertained. 

John  Camden  Hotten  in  his  list  of  emigrants  mentions  several 
joiners  who  came  to  Massachusetts  in  1635  who  brought  servants, 
who  are  not  named.  The. London  custom  house  lists  and  the 
Boston  court  lists  do  not  always  agree,  for  many  came  secretly  not 
being  willing  to  take  the  required  oaths  of  allegiance  to  the  govern- 
ment and  supremacy  of  the  church  or  to  pay  the  subsidy. 

A  certificate  from  a  magistrate,  that  all  legal  forms  had  been  com- 
plied with,  v/as  necessary  to  procure  a  permit  to  emigrate,  and  many 
would  not  bend  their  consciences  to  the  powers  either  of  State  or 
church  by  taking  the  required  oaths,  so  at  least  one-fourth  of  all 
smuggled  themselves  aboard.  The  name  of  Moses  Cleveland  does 
not  appear  in  the  list.  He  became  a  freeman  1643.  ^  freeman  was 
required  to  be  of  godly  walk  and  conversation,  to  be  at  least  20 
years    of  age,   to  take  an  oath   of  allegiance  to  the   government  of 
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Massachusetts  Bay  Colony,  to  be  worth  X200,  to  hold  office  if 
elected  or  pay  a  fine  of  40  shillings,  to  vote  at  all  elections  or  pay 
the  same  fine.  These  restrictions  and  conditions  were  so  onerous 
that  many  who  were  eligible  preferred  never  to  become  freemen, 
being  more  free  as  they  were.  Woburn  became  a  separate  town  in 
1640,  "  It  grew  out  of  the  western-most  bounds  of  Charlestovvn." 
In  1642,  the  selectmen  of  Woburn  appointed  "land  viewers"  to 
view  and  set  ofF  a  share  of  the  public  lands  promised  by  the  General 
Court  at  Boston  to  Moses  Cleveland,  so  as  early  as  1642,  he  was  a 
citizen.  His  name  is  signed  as  a  witness  to  a  certificate  of  Thos. 
Dutton,  a  constable,  that  the  people  of  Woburn  refused  to  receive 
from  him  a  circular  letter  from  King  Charles  II,  who  sought  to 
seduce  the  towns  from  their  allegiance  to  the  colony  charter  and 
government. 

1.  MOSES'  m.  26  September,  1648,  Anne  Winn,  dau.  of  Ed- 
ward and  Joanna  "Winn,  b.  in  England.  Edward  Winn  of  Welsh 
descent  was  a  carpenter  and  joiner,  and  prob.  the  master  of  Moses. 
He  was  a  resident  of  Woburn  and  a  man  of  considerable  reputation. 
He  was  in  Woburn  in  1641,  became  a  freeman  1643,  and  was  the 
ancestor  of  the  W^inns  of  the  United  States.  His  son  Increase,  b. 
Woburn  5  Dec,  1641,  is  the  first  recorded  birth  there.

Thomas  Henshaw  d.  16  Jan'y,  1700.  His  widow  had  a  dumb  son.  Thomas  was 
wounded  in  battle  with  the  Indians   and  finally  d.  from  the  effects  of  the  injury. 

Though  somewhat  foreign  to  the  subject,  I  introduce  the  following  on  account  of  the 
tragic  nature  of  the  narration,  as  given  in  a  letter  of  Andrew  H.  Ward  of  West  Newton 
Mass.,  Feb'y  6,  1855  i 

"I  some  years  since,  traced  out  the  descendants  of  the  pilgrim  Joshua   Henshaw    who 
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Aaron^,  b.  10  Jan'y,  1655. 

Samuel%  b.  9  June,  1657. 

MiRiAM%  b.  10  July,  1659.   (See  note  two.)

came  from  England,  or  rather,  was  fraudulently  sent  away  from  England  by  Peter  Amorose, 
and  came  to  Dorchester,  Mass.,  in  1632,  when  about  10  years  old.  His  parents  had  died 
leaving  a  great  estate,  including  Wavertree  Hall,  etc.,  which  by  will,  was  given  to  two  sons, 
the  said  Joshua  and  his  bro.  Daniel  with  a  proviso,  that  it"  they  did  not  live  to  be  zi  years 
or  age  the  estate  was  to  go  to  said  Ambrose,  who  was  then,  and  had  for  some  years 
been,  butler  and  steward  of  the  household.  He  sent  the  sons  away  destitute  and  reported 
some  time  afterward  to  the  neighbors,  who  inquired  what  had  become  of  those  children, 
that  he  had  sent  them  to  London  to  school,  and  that  they  had  died  there  of  the  plague. 
Thus  Peter  Ambrose  and  after  him  his  son  enjoyed  the  Henshaw  estate.  About  1688 
Joshua  Henshaw  went  to  England,  and  in  a  chancery  suit  which  lasted  more  than  20  years 
attempted  to  recover  his  estate,  then  in  possession  of  a  son  of  Peter  Ambrose,  deceased,  and 
in  whose  tiome  Mr.  Henshaw  was  poisoned  to  death,  just  as  he  was  about  to  have  judgment 
of-  the  court  entered  in  his  favor.  His  mother  had  been  poisoned  about  1650,  she  survived 
her  husband,  William  Henshaw,  several  years  and  was  supposed  to  have  been  poisoned  by 
Ambrose,  who  believed  that  he  haa  got  them  all  out  of  the  way  and  would  hear  no  more 
from  any  of  them.  There  is  a  long  and  tragic  story  of  this  affair,  the  particulars  of  which 
I  have  neither  time  nor  room  for  and  it  would  be  irrelevant  here  if  I  had,  were  it  not  for  the 
fact  that  the  Woburn  Henshaws  are  prob.  of  that  race.  Before  any  of  the  name  came  to 
this  country,  William  Henshaw  was  killed  by  the  King's  troops  under  Prince  Rupert  at  the 
taking  of  Liverpool  during  the  civil  war,  1644.  His  wife  was  Katharine,  dau.  of  Evan 
Houghton,  of  the  Parish  of  Childs  in  the  county  of  Lancaster.  Her  father  w.,s  killed  at  the 
same  time  as  her  husband,  both  being  parliaments  men.  SIjC  was  the  only  heir  of  her 
father  and  through  her  the  Houghton  estate,  which  was  immense,  descended  to  her  children 
but  none  of  it  was  ever  obtained.  The  father  of  Wm.  Henshaw  was  Thom:ii:,  of  Derby  in 
the  Co.  of  Lancaster,  he  d.  about  1630.  Evan  Houghton's  father  was  Richard  of  Wavertree 
Hall.  He  m.  Margaret,  dau.  of  Henry  Stanley,  Esq.,  of  Bicker  staffs  in  the  Co.  of  Lan- 
caster in  1585. 

The  descendants  of  Joshua  Henshaw,  who  came  here  about  22  years  before  Thomas 
Henshaw  appeared  at  Woburn,  have  the  same  family  (Christian)  names  as  those  of  Thomas. 
Joshua  and  his  younger  brother  Daniel  (v.'ho  left  no  posterity),  and  Thomas  of  Woburn 
were  the  only  Henshaws  in  New  England  in  1674  and  their  descendants  were  the  only 
people  of  the  name  here    previous  to  igoo.      Thomas  first  appears  in  Woburn  in  1674.
